A man named Benges was shot 
through both legs and the marshall and 
his deputies hurried to the scene. 

They arrested the Shadowen brothers 
and had called Justice Mannon from 
his home to hold a preliminary exam- 
ination. 

Martin Shadowen acknowledged that 
he had had a fight, and asked to be 
allowed to appear the following oy for 

a hearing. 

.Charles Shadowen refused to talk ‘n 
the court. The Justice said Martin 
Shad’ wen and his brother should he 
oe for attempted murder and instruct- 

ec the marshal to take them to the 
jail. 

The courtroom was cro~rded with per- 
sons who had gathered to see the cour:

Judge First Victim. 


Shadowen had been searched perfunc- 
torily. When the Justice ordered him 
taken to jail, he stepped back. drew 
a revolver from his hip pocket and 
fired at Justice Mannon. The bal! 
passed through his right arm near the 
shoulder and the Justice fell to the

EXPLOSIONS CAUSE FRIGHT 





_Stroyed @nd Firemen Have 
Narrow Escape. 


The unfinished Anita apartments, 5503 
Cabanne avenue, were wrecked by’a fire 
which was discovered at 5:45 a. m. .Fri- 
day: The Cabanne residence district 
was aroused by a series of explosions, 
thus far unexplained, and by the crash 
of the building’s roof and its rear and 
side walls, which fell. The loss is 
estimated at $20,000. 

The apartments adjoin the com- 
pleted building, also named the Anita, 
at 719 Belt avenue. “irs. W. A. Gill, 
one of the tenants of the latter building, 
on the side toward the new structure, 
dreamed Friday morning that her bed- 
room was on fire. Her dream was so 
vivid that she awoke, coughing from 
the smoke, and ran to the room of her 
son, W. A. Gill. He saw the fire and 
telephoned to fire alarm headquarters. 

Series of Explosions, 

As the engine gongs aroused sleepers 
throughout the Cabanne residence dis- 
trict, a series of explosions © occurred. 


“ae WO of these were’so loud as to be heard 


several blocks, in a.section where blocks 
re of great leneth. 

Those who arrived first found the 
partially finished apartments a mass of 
flame. The fire was so far advanced 
that it was difficult to tell where it had 
begun. The flames raged for half an 
hour, while the ffremen played streams 
of water into the building. 

The building, containing six five-room 
apartments, had been scheduled for com- 
pletion in September, and the floors 
rad been finished in the first and sec- 
ond stories, while plastering was in 
progress on the second and third. 

Firemen Escape Walls. 

At 6:25 a. m., while the flames were 
| still burning brightly within, the. rear 
half of the west wall fell outward; and 
five firemen jumped just in time to es- 
cape the falling bricks. 

Soon afterward the north wall, at the 
rear of the building, fell inward. Po- 
licemen then made spectators leave the 
sidewalk in front and at the side of 
the apartmentss for fear those walls 
would also fall. : 
| The families occupying the _ three 
apartments in the Belt avenue building, 
on the side toward the fire, were those 
of W. A. Gill, Mrs. Fannie Koenig and 
E. S. Williams. All closed their win- 
dows, .but the windows were broken by 
the heat and the water, and furniture 
was scorched and wall paper bespat- 
tered. Williams estimated his loss at 
$200. 

Loss Will Exceed $20,000. 

James Blake, member of the realty 
firm in charge of the apartments, esti- 
mated the loss as exceeding $20,000. 
said a loan of $24,000 had recently been 
made on the property, and that the in- 
surance Covered the amount of the loan. 

George B. Boughton, owner of the 
apartments, had planned to leave the 
city in a few days for a vacation tour. 
He has abandoned this plan. 

There was general inquiry as to the 
cause of the explosions, but the fire- 
men could not determine their cause, 
nor that of the fire itself. It was be- 
lieved that a quantity of turpentine had 
Leen left in the basement, and that this, 
with oily rags, might have figured in a 
process of spontaneous combustion, of 
which the explosions were a feature. 

H. P. Fitch, a neighbor, said that the 
arrival of the first fire apparatus was 
delayed by an accident to the horses, 
which fell down at the Suburban tracks, 
and that the firemen dragged the engine 
into place. ;

Dr. E. A. Babler, member of the vis- 
iting staff of the city hospital, appeared 
before. the Special Invéstigating Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates Friday 


Frank MeGuire, in whose body Dr. J. 
B. Prichard, an autopsy physician, and 
member of the Board of Health, had re- 
portei finding a rubber tube sewed up 
in the abdominal cavity. 

Thomas Meehan is serving a two- 
year* penitentiary sentence for stab- 
bing McGuire, but Dr. Prichard said the 
tube and not the stabbing caused death. 

Dr. Babler said he operated on Mc- 
Guire for intestinal obstruction, and in- 
serted a rubber tube for drainage pur- 
poses. 

“I left two or three inches of the tube 
outside of the abdominal wall,”’. said 
Dr. Babler. ‘The operation was per- 
formed in strict accordance with the 
most scientific and successful methods, 
but McGuire died a few hours later. 
As to how the rubber tube came to be 
found inside the body by Dr. Prichard, 
the nurse in charge of the patient is 
prepared to tell.” 

Miss Belle Murphy, a hospital nurse, 
followed Dr. Babler. She testified that 
efter the death of McGuire she instruct- 
ed her assistant to cut off the tube, 
flush with the body. It was customary, 
she said, for the nurses to cut off drain- 
age tubes after the death of patients. 
It was because the outer portion of the 
tube was cut off that the inner section 
was found within. the body, the nurses 
said.

Rules of the Hospital. 
The rules of the hospital to which 


Dr. Myers took exception were those 
reauiring the resident physicians to rise 
while talking to anyone, and that which 
gives the visiting physician the prefer- 
ence of signing a death certificate or 
leaving it to the resident physician. 
Dr. Myers said that men of the training 
of resident physicians should not be 
obliged to rise to address a nurse with 
possibly only a meager education.

Dr. Baur admitted that the internes 
at the hospital often play poker.

The superintendent told the com- 
mittee that a small salary was needed 
for the internes, as most of them were 
young men who have worked their 
way through college and have noth- 
ing but their own resources.

INDUSTRIAL ILLS 


Announcement Is Made by Little- 
ton After Perkins Suggests 
a. Publicity Board. 





STEEL WITNESS FAVORS IT 





Witness Is Told Effort Will Be 
Made to Bring Capital and La- 
bor Together for Plan. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—George 
suggested to the House Stee! Corpora- 
tion Committee of Inquiry today that 
a Government commission, which 
would insure focusing the limelight 
of publicity on the business affairs 
of great corporations, would do much 
to eradicate present-day trust evils 
and preserve their virtues. 

Following Perkins’ suggestion, Rep- 
resentative Littleton of New York an- 
rounced that a resolution soon would 
be- introduced in Congress providing 
for a thorough investigation of the in- 
dustrial situation of the country. 

“J am advised,” said Littleton, 
“that there is to be q thorough in- 
quiry into all the commercial fills of 
the nation and that a conference will 
be called to determine the problem 
of how to deal with the industrial sit- 
uation in America. 

“It is a project that will involve a 
most drastic investigation and bring 
together capital and labor in an ef- 
fort, without bias, to find ont just 
what should be done.” 

“That is the best news I 
heard,” said Perkins. 


Helieve in the Limelight. 

Perkins had made his suggestion 
in response to a question by Bartlett. 

“I believe the mere question of 
limelight an important thing,” said 
Perkins, “The limelight, I firmly 
think, would eradicate many of our 
troubles. .1f we had a law providing 
that a corporation engaged in inter- 
state business could register itself 
with a bureau in Washington, submit- 
ting its operations, its prices, its bal- 
ance sheets, its methods, its treat- 
ment of labor, etc., and if these re- 
ports were made public, thus gaining 
the confidence of the public in the 
securities of ,that corporation, the 
confidence of the competitor that he 
was being fairly treated, and the con- 
fidence of the consumer that he was 
being fairly dealt with—I think that 
very soon all corporations would reg=> 
ister themselves, until we would have 
that kind of publicity which would go 
a long way to eradicate the evils of 
our great corporations and preserve 
the good that already is self-evident 
in these corporations.” 


have 


Wants Bureau in Limelight. 

“Such a bureau’ or commission 
shoulg conduct its affairs in the lime- 
light,” commented -Representative 
Young, “and not as some of the 
bureaus of this Governmént are con- 
ducted, behind closed doors.” 

Members of the committee and Per- 
kins applauded this suggestion, the ut- 
terance having been directed toward the 
Bureau of Corporations, which has with- 
held information about the Steel Trust 
from the committee. 

“Do you think,’’ Representative Lit- 
tleton. asked Perkins, ‘“‘that it would 
be possible, in attempting to cure these 
evils, to get uniform state action re- 
garding incorporation laws?’ 

“I think it would be utterly impos- 
sible, at least within a reasonable 
time,’’ Perkins answered. 


Power of the Governors. 

“Do you believe that the conference 
of Governors, recently inaugurated, and 
called to meet soon, could possibly, by 
persuasion, bring about in the various 
states an initial safeguard in incor- 
poration laws?’’ Littleton continued. 

“I doubt it, though the conference of 
Governors has done some very good 
work,’ said Perkina. 

When Perkins, a -tirector 
United States Steel Corporation, re- 
sumed the stand he was expected to 
conclude his testimony, and then be 
followed by W. C. Temple, who was 
secretary of the steel plate associa- 
tion of the United States. 

Representative Bartlett asked Perkins 
about the Intrinsic and market value of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron stock at 
the tifne of the panic, which Perkins 
said he thought was less than the val- 
ue of the United States Steel second 
mortgage five per cent bonds. 

Best Trade ’ossible. 

“As I testified yesterday,”’ sald 
Perkins, ‘‘the trade was made on the 
best terms that could be arranged to 
meet the existing situation, all things 
considered.” 

“How long prior to this had the steel 
corporation declined to purchase the 
‘ennessee company at any price?” 

“T don’t know that it was ever much 
discussed, but once or twice, two or 
three years before the matter of pur- 
chasing Tennessee was suggested to us, 
out.we did not want it,” said Perkins. 

“Was Tennessee refused then at @°" 

“TI don’t remember the price.” 

President's Views. 

“Did the observance of the law en- 
ter into the refusal to purchase Ten- 
nessee at that time?” 

“Not at all.” was the reply. “The 
steel corporation was then just 
rounding out a policy and did not 
wish to take over this property.” 

Bartlett asked why, during the 
panic, the steel corporation officials 
deemed it necessary to submit the 
question of Tennessee absorption to 
the President of the United States. 

“It was simply a matter of ordinary 
good sense,” said Perkins. “Just at 
that time there was much criticism 
of corporations and agitation, and we 
thought it necessary to get the Pres- 
ident’s views as to what we planned 
to do.”

A Using Horse’ Seuse.

“I do not know about that,” said 
Perkins, “but one of our great 
troubles then-—-as it is now— wad 
that we could not find any lawyers 
who could tell us just what we could 
do under the law.” 

“And in that emergency,” Judge Bart- 
lett suggested, “you sent to the Pres- 
ident, who was not a lawyer?” 

“That was not it,” Perkins replied. 
“We sent to him to find out whether 
if we used our best judgment, there 
would be danger of a restraining order. 
We were using ordinary horse sense ‘o 
do the thing we contemplated as near 
right as we could.” 
"Regardless of the law?” 
“Oh, no.” 

Saving the Day in Wall Street. 
Perkins said that when Judge Gary 
and Frick went to see President Roose- 
velt they were urged to send informa- 
tion as to what would be done before 
ten o'clock the next morni:g in order 
to save the situation before the Stock 
Exchange opened. 

“I got the White House on the long 
distance telephone at 9 o'clock in the 
morning,’’ said Perkins, ‘“‘to find out 
the President’s view of this matter. 
Just then Judge Gary and Frick ar- 
rived at the White House. I had the 
wire at a quarter to ten when Gary 
came to the telephone and said he 
would let me know in a few minutes. 
At five minutes to ten he told me that 
the President said he had no right to 
interfere and that he and Frick were 
willing to put the deal through. At 
thrée minutes to ten I was able to give 
this information; that saved the day, 
it was that close to the crash. I never 
felt that the President was asked to 
pass on any technical legal question.’’ 

Views of Business Merit. 

Representative Bartlett reviewed 
what Perkins had said yesterday 
about the inadequacy of the trust 
laws. 

“In what way,” he asked, “is the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Standarg Oil and the Tobacco cases 
a menace to the steel corporation. or 
other corporations who have. not vio- 
lated the law?’ 

“We business men bdttaue, ~ Perkins 
answered, “that the Supreme Court 
has found that business must be car- 
ried out in the light of reason; that 
it must be just and fair.” 

“That is, not to monopolize?” sug- | 
gested Judge Bartlett. 

“Oh, broader than that; but with 
that decision the executives of the 
Government had nothing left to do 
but to dissolve the Standard Oil ‘Co. 
Who can tell the steel corporation or 
any other corporation what is reason- 
able for it to do?” 

Asked what could be done, Perkins 
said that everybody was tn a maze on 
the subject. 

Meeting New Conditions. 

**‘We think that business should be tak- 
en out of politics, and that there should 
be a law on the statute books that law- 
yers could point to and say, that is 
what you can do, and that is what you 
cannot do. 

“Even if we had uniform incorpora- 
tion laws,’ Perkins continued, “I be- 
lieve it would be necessary to have at 
Washington a place to report the busi- 
mess of concerns doing anh interstate | 
business, and that publication of their 
business should be made here. This 
is a great question, and we aré meet- 
ing with new conditions every ‘day. 
There are new problems constantly con- 
fronting us. 


Remedial Legislation. 


Littleton declared one of the most 
important matters before the Steel 
Committee was what remedia] legis- 
lation should be recommended to 
Congress. He said: 

“Shall the Sherman anti-trust law 
be repealed? That won't do. It 
would be a return to the period of 
barbaric competition in business. 
Shall that law not be enforced? That 
would be prostituting the dignity and 
honor of the Government. Shall it be 
amended and elaborated? If so, how 
shall it be amended and elaborated? 
That is the most troublesome problem 
confronting us.” 

Here the economic discussion ended 
and Representative Bartlett took the 
witness back to the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron transaction. Many questions 
covering old ground were asked, evi- 
dently taxing Perkins’ patience.

“The committee insists on going back 
to that Tennessee Coal and Iron deal,”’ 
Perkins declared, rising from his seat. 
“You are proceeding as though you 
thought there was a ‘nigger in the wood- 
pile.’ I want to repeat emphatically 
that there was no ‘nigger in the wood- 
pile.’ The situation causes me to won- 
der how long a dog ewill bark up a 
tree in which there is no cat.

The Mayor asked the City Attorney to 
look up the law. the commission form 
of government being new, and it was 
found that the ceammission had a way to 
overrule the Judge. 


' Submits the Pardon. 
“As a rule I am opposed to pardons 


and paroles in cases like the one we 
have™before us,”’ said the Mayor, when 
the commission had assembled, “‘but we 
have in this case an unusual state of 
affairs.

Thus will be recorded in the docu- 
ments of Parliament the greatest vic- 
tory achieved by a Liberal Prime Min- 
ister In a century, for, although Un- 
lonist votes passed the bill in the upper 
history will give 
the credit to Premier Asquith’s au- 
dacious policy. 

Was Great Struggie. 

The great constitutional struggle 
ended last night when the House of 
Lords, by a vote of 131 to 114, adopted 
Viscount Morley’s motion not to in- 
sist on the.Lords’ amendments to the 
veto bill, the purpose of which is to 
restrict the powers of the upper cham- 
ber over legislation. originating in the 
Lower House and which may result, 
among other things, in home rule for 
Ireland. 

The veto bill practically limits the 
authority of the House of Lords to a 
two years’ suspensory veto and greatly 
increases the prerogatives of the House 
of Commons. The measure could not 
possibly have passed the House of 
Lords except that it was known that 
its rejéction would be followed imme- 
@iately by the creation of sufficient 


new ‘peers to enforce the will of the | 


lower chamber-and which, the Govern- 
ment asserts, is the will of the people. 

“While there is 4 strong public opin- 
jon opposed to a radical change in the 
constitution, and even many Liberal 


seers thought that the Government was 


going too far, satisfaction is general 
that the end af a situation which has 
kept politics in a. turmoil so long has 
been reached. 

Unionist Party’s Future. 

In the press and among the people to- 
aay the result was discussed with mod- 
erattaun and already interest is turn- 
ing to other matters.

ONFEREES AGREE 
ON A.29 PER CENT 


TAREF ON WOOL 


House and Senate Committees 
Split Differences Which Caused 
Long Deadlock. 


CLASSIFICATION FIXED 


Conference Also Expected to 
Come to Understanding on 
the Free List Bill. 


By Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The tull 


House and Senate conference commit 
tee on the wool tariff revision bill 
today agreed on a flat rate of 29 per 
cent on raw wool, The committee 
also agreed on the House classifica- 


tion of wool. 

The agreement on these two points 
seemed to remove the greatest ob- 
utacles in the way of final agreement, 
which it was said might be reached 


coday. 

As agreed on, the classification pro- 
vision of the bill reads: 

“On wool of the sheep, hair of the 
camel, goat, alpaca and other like 
animals, and on all wools and hair 
on the skin of such animals, the duty 
shall be 29 per cent ad valorem,” 

The La Follette bill called for two 
classes of wool—wool and hair on the 
skin being in a second class—where- 
as, the House provision accepted by 
the conference provides for but one 
class for all wools. 

Uhder the compromise the second 
Senate class of wools, fixed in the 
Senate bill at 10 per cent, is thus in- 
creased to 29 per cent. These are the 
coarse or carpet wools. The Senate 
rate on first-class wools was 35 per 
cent and the House rate 20 per cent. 

Soon after the conferees met it was 
learned definitely that Representative 
Wnderwood and Senator La Follette, 
the subcommittee on conference, had 
been only 2% per cent apart on raw 
wool, Underwood held out for a duty 
of 27% per cent ad valorem, wile La 
Follette insisted on 80 per cent. The 
full committee split: the difference 
and compromised on 29 per cent. 

The free list bill, it was said, could 
be agreed on in short order, but there 
seemed to be a disposition in the con- 
ference to hold it. back until an agree- 
ment was forced on wool.

for the child two score men are drag- 
ging the Passaic river for his body. 
Charge after charge of dynamite has 
been exploded in the river. 

Young George vanished Wednesday. 
While playing in the morning he had 
ripped his blue overalls. After lunch- 
eon, as his mother patched the trous- 
ers for him, George played around the 
room ocassionaily running to her side 
to see the progress of the work. Each 
time he pleaded with her to hurry. 

It took George but. a minute to don 
the small blue trousers and jam his 
blue sailor cap on his head, Then he 
ran to his mother, and cried: 

“Mamma, I’m going away and won't 
come back.” 

Mrs. O’Neill laughed at what she 
deemed a boyish boast as she kissed 
him. She knew her husband expected 
to take the boy for a launck ride on 
the river, 

The O’Neills have a boat house on 
the river near their home. The last 
the mother saw of her sgn he was 
scampering for the river bank. 

The father had waited some time for 
George, and when he did not appear he 
started up-stream in a_ launch. A 
few minutes after leaving the landing, 
O’Neill saw George standing at the riv- 
erside. Whether he intentionally de- 
layed his arrival there is not known, 
but he waved his hand in ‘“goodby”’ 
to his father and made no effort to re- 
call the launch. 

When O’Neill«returned some hours 
later there was he seri of George, He 
had not been nfo home. Supper time 
came, but not tHe boy. Mrs. O'Neill told 
the little band jof friends of her son’s 
strange farewell They went to the 
boathouse first. There, tucked in his 
own little locker and neatly folded, was 
the sailor hat beside the. boy’s jacket.

DIVORCE CALLED A BAR 


Asserts Resort to Trafficker. in 
Marriage Would Bring Further 
Disgrace. 


- 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

ROCKPORT, Mass.; Aug. 11.—The 
Rt. Rev.. James de Wolff Perry, ZJr., 
Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Rhode 
Island, made it clear today that it 
would be impossible for Col. Astor to 
obtain a clergyman in the entire 
diocese of Rhode Island, in which the 
Colonel’s summer home is situated, to 
solerpnize his marriage with Miss 
Madeline Talmage Force. Bishop 
Perry is less than 40 years old. 

“Any minister of the Christian 
Church of any name,” said the Bishop, 
in an interview granted tn his sum- 
mer home in Rockport, to a corres- 
pondent of the Post-Dispatch, “who 
for personal gain, or notoriety solem- 
nizes a marriage in a case such as 
this, seems to be false to his position 
as a minister and as a citizen. No 
clermyman in the whole of my diocese 
My pro- 
nouncement would be absolutely un- 
necestcary.”* 

These statements were elicited from 
the bishop by the report that Col. 
Astor, after all the recent public 
criticism of his proposed marriage, 
had managed to retain the services of 
a minister willing to perform the 
ceremony. 

Would Bring More Disgrace, 

“A man who is disqualified for 
marriage by a reputable clergyman, 
and resorts to a trafficker in mar- 
riage, no matter what office the lat- 
ter may hdld, merely brings further 
disgrace on himself and should be 
made to realize it,” the Bishop addcd. 

“My position is that. no clergyman 


should consent to remarry any divorced 
persons, regardless of whether these 
persons were guilty or the innocent 
parties in the case. This may appear 
to be hard on the innocent person, but 
it is a strict sacrifice that has to be 
made for the benefit of society.. The 
present condition of affairs, in respect 
to divorce In the various States is ab- 
normal, and therefore, it is necessary 
for the church to exercise unusual pre- 
caution.”’ 

“A minister of any Christian church 
is responsible to society as well ag to 
the church, and he renounces that re- 
sponsibility when he performs a mar- 
riage ceremony for a person who hays 
been the guilty party in a divorce suit.’’ 

“The law of the church is clear. It 
positively forbids the remarrying of 
persons guilty of adultery and n» 
clergyman could perform the marriage 
ceremony in such a casé as this seems 
to be. Any minisTer of the Christian 
church who Slstegards this renounces 
his responsibility.” 

“It would be a fortunate thing if 
neither a Christian minister nor a cit- 
izen could be found willing to perform 
such a marriage ceremony. It is Iil- 
legal, both under State law and under 
ecclesiastical law and certainly it is ab- 
solutely impossible for any man who 
respects either of those laws to officiate 
at it.” 

Abettor False to Trust. 

“Decent society condemns such a pro- 
ec2ding .as this case of the proposed 
Astor marriage seems to be, and anyone 
who sanctions it or goes further and alds 
or abets in it for personal profit or other 
consideration is, as I have said before, 
false to his position, whether he be a 
minister of the gospel, a Justice of the 
peace or a private citizen. In the case 
of the first named it must be remem- 
bered that he has not only a clerical 
duty to perform, but @ civic responsibil- 
ity to observe. 

“In the whole matter of marriage and 
the protection of the home, the .Chris- 
tian church. should exercise bold lead- 
ership by the maintenance of peculiar- 
ly high standards, For this reason I 
advocate unusually strict practices on 
the part of the church in refusing to 
femarry any divorced person. 

‘The prevalence of divorce and remar- 
riage is the greatest menace at the pres- 
ent time to the integrity of our social 
life, because it alms at the purity of the 
home. The church may not be able to 
prevent divorce, but it can and should 
exercise more care in the solemnization 
of marriage and the prevention of the 
cemarriage of divorced persons. That is 
its paticular responsibility. 


Prevention for Divorces. 
“Many divorces could be prevented 


by the exercise of greater care on 
the part of the church in allowing 
marriage. The safest and best course 
for any clergyman is to refuse to re- 
marry any divorced person, as I said 
before, whether innocent or guilty,: 

“My views are thoroughly in har- 
mony with those of Bishop Doane. 
The influence the Bishop has exerted 
in social reform has been very great 
and extraordinarily fine. It is due 
to his leadership that the church has 
gone so far as it has in the matter of 
divorce, and I side with him in the 
belief that it would be better for so- 
clety at large if the divorce laws in 
every state in the Union were uni- 
form,”

Several years ago, scientific periodicals re- 
ported a conclusive demonstration through what 
may be called the scientific seesaw. Persons were 
outstretched on a board so exactly pivoted that 
when the subject's attention was concentrated on 
any part of his body above or below the pivot, 
the flow of blood upward or downward turned the 
head up or down on the seesaw. 

The object of the demonstration was to show 
how those who keep their attention concentrated 
on themselves with the idea that they have some 
particular disease, may finally make themselves 
sick, even if they do not bring on the organic 
disease ou which they keep attention fixed. 

The seesaw demonstration might have saved 
the sufferer who killed himself in St. Louis a 
few days ago bécause he had kept his attention 
focussed on his lungs. He did not have tubercu- 
losis. Perhaps he might have contracted it in 
time as a result of the self-inflicted disorder of 
his system. In any event, the lesson of the see- 
saw test was that if he had ceased concentrating 
his mind on himself, he would have been subject 
only to unavoidable disorders.

Discussing the Hast St. Louis ordinance for 
Municipal Bridge approaches, President Reber, of 
the Board of Public Improvements, said: 

‘St. Louis asked for exactly what it desired 

: and East St. Louis granted it. 
We take instant exception to the statement. St. 
Louis, through the only medium officially recog- 
nized as having power to ask what it desired— 
the Municipal Assembly—has not asked Kast St. 
Louis for anything. The Missouri Supreme Court 
has decided that the Municipal Bridge and its 
a ches are a highway “as much as any other 
highway.” The City Charter provides that the 
grades of highways can be determined only by 
act of the Municipal Assembly. The Municipal 
Assembly has passed no ordinance fixing grades 
of the Municipal Bridge or its approaches in Bast 
St. Louls. ; 

The only act of the Municipal Assembly in re- 
lation to East Side approaches besides the ordi- 
nances for the acquirement of land, was the one 
jammed through at the special session last Octo- 
ber, without public hearing and in defiance of re- 
quests for a public hearing, locating the East Side 
approaches. Their grades, heights above streets 
and crossings, and general character have not 
been fixed or determined by act of the Municipal 
Assembly as the Charter provides. 

So far as these grades, heights, etc., have been 
fixed, they have been fixed by the ordinance of 
East St. Louis approved a month ago. This ordi- 
nance, we presume, was passed at the request of 
President Reber and the legal department. It 
is the only ordinance fixing them and it is inter- 
ference with the rights and powers of St. Louis 
which is building the bridge and paying for it. 

If St. Louis accepts this East St. Louis ordi- 
nance, it surrenders, by implication, the power of 
eminent demain granted it by Congress. It will 
come into the possession of grade crossings on 
the East Side at Eighteenth, Nine*eenth, Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-first streets. Grade crossings 
are embarrassing possessions. In this case they 
would be specially embarrassing because they 
would subject the approach to an application of 
the police power of East St. Louis, entirely avoid- 
able if the tracks were above grade, as. they 
should be. oe 

“Some persons,” says President Reber, “have 
been building ‘straw men’ ever since we started 
work on the bridge. All of these ‘straw -men’ 
have been knocked down as we come to them.” 

Was the discovery of the Reber plan to end the 
West Side approach at Eighth street the build- 
ing of a “straw man?” Was the discovery that 
the end there was in the yards of the Terminal 
Association‘the building of a “straw man?” 

Was that “straw man knocked down” when the 
first Reber plan was changed so that the ap- 
proach ended at Twelfth street and still with no 
outlet except over the tracks of the Terminal 
Association ? 

Was the Twelfth street “straw man” knocked 
down when Reber was cornered and forced by 
the clear logic of the situation to concur in the 
plan to extend: the western approach to Twenty- 
third street, where there is a free outlet inde- 
pendent of, the Terminal Association’s properties? 

Was the Reber plan to end the western ap- 
proach at a point that would make the whole 
bridge. an adjunct of the Terminal Association's 
system a “straw man?” 

Was that “straw man knocked down” when 
this plan to end the western approach at a Ter- 
minal track was blocked and destroyed? 

And the East Side situation, created by no au- 
thority of the only body authorized to create it, 
is an exact duplicate of the plan that was blocked 
on the West Side. The East Side scheme is still 
in its original form. The end of the approach 
there is connected by a Y to the tracks of the 
Illinois Transfer Railroad, which is owned and 
operated by the Terminal Association. No rail- 
roal can gain access to the approach withort the 
consent of the hostile Terminal Association. What 
St. Louls would ask for, if it had a chance, has not 
been secured. St. Louis would never ask for a 
Municipal Bridge that would not be free—free of 
toll charges and free of dependence on the mo- 
nopoly corporation whose monopoly it is being 
built to smash. 

St. Louis would never ask that the grade- 
and heights above crossings of the East Side 
approaches to the bridge be fixed by act of 
the Municipal Assembly of East St. Louis. 

St. Louis would never ask that the power 

conferred on it by Congress be abjectly sur- 
rendered under circumstances which defeat 
the ‘very purpose for which that power was 
asked and given. 

St. Louis wants no outside dictation ‘as to 
the use of the bridge and no bottling up of 
its ends by the Terminal monopoly. 

These are not “straw men” and Mr. Reber will 
not knock them dovn.

St. Loulsans who were in the city during the 
record-breaking hot spell about July 4 and who 
have felt the humid heat of the first few days 
of August will admit that tne babies will stand a 
poor chance unless the efforts of the Pure Milk 
Commission, doctors and nurses, who have charge 
of the work of saving the babies, is unremitting. 
Health Commissioner Lederle of New York, while 
calling attention to the fact that the baby-saving 
campaign there has reduced the infant mortality 
for July 79 per thousand, warns the public that 
August is a critical mont: and that the death rate 
among babies in that month frequently exceeds

Nine-Hour Day for Nurses. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read with interest and approval of the 
nine-hour law for women employes of mercantile 
ang manufacturing establishments, and I write 
to suggest that it be made to apply to trained 
nurses in hospitals and sanitariums. 

Most hospitals have a 12-hour day, and there 
is no intermission or noon hour. The nurses are 
on their feet constantly nearly all of that time, 
often doing arduous physical work, at the same 
time being necessarily on a mental strain. A 
nonprofessional person may understand this if 
she will recall to mind how at some time there 
was a sick member of her family and she spent 
hours working over her. She will remember also 
that when the time of convalescence or recovery 
came she could rest and there was a letup of the 


strain. Not so with the professional nurse in the /. 


hospital. When her patient of today is better or 
well there is another to demand just as much at- 
tention, The trained nurse has deliberately se- 
lected that vocation and she willingly ministers 
to her patients, but she is thoroughly tired at the 
end of her long day—too tired to do aught elree 
but retire to rest, so that she may be able to 
work as hard again tomorrow. She should have 
a nine-hour day, so that she can secure some rec 
reation. 

It will be better for the patients to be cared for 
by nurses that are not overworked. HYGIBFA.

Drs. Anna Freedman and E. Helen Knight May Have 
Frightened Fat Folk; Here Is Milder Advice in an 
Interview for the Post-Dispatch. 


By Marguerite M. Marshall. 


ERHAPS you are somewhat fright- 
ened at the mental efforts rec- 
ommended by Dr. Anna Freed- 
man.. Perhaps you dread the 

rather strict diet Dr. E. Helen s-night 
advises, and dislike the vegetable menus 
suggested by Dr. Elmer Lee. Then 
suppose you listen to the prescription 
of Dr. Joseph Rosenberg: 

“By walking alone I have reduced my 
weight eight pounds in a single day,” 
Dr. Rosenberg. declared. ‘‘The best way 
in the world to grow thin is to take 
that most simple of all exercises. It 
costs nothing and it is available for 
everybody. It is an excellent treatment 
very much neglected.’ 

“In your opinion, what makes people 
fat in the first place?” I asked. 

“There are two main causes,’ said 
th, doctor. “For one of them there is 
practically no remedy. That is heredi- 
tary corpulence. Stoutness seems to run 
in some families, particularly ag the 
members grow older, and little or noth- 
Ing can be done to check the increase 
in flesh. A certain amount of dieting 
and proper exercise will preserve the 
health, but the curves will persist in 
growing wider. 

KNEW a man once who was a 
locomotive engineer. He was a 

tall fellow, but he weighed 350 pounds 
and was really stout. Knowing what his 
work was, and that he must be giving 
himself the proper amount of exercise, 
I asked him one day what he ate 
‘Well,’ he said, ‘I never take any break- 
fast. For lunch I have a roll and a 
eup of coffee. For dinner I have one 
meat dish, a vegetable, and generally an 
apple for dessert.’ Yet that man was 
absolutely unable to take off a pound 
from his weight by a combination of 
vigorous exercise and an obviously care- 
ful diet. 

“Now and again you find them like 
that, people whose fathers and mothers 
and grandfathers and grandmothers 
have been stout, and who are just nat- 
urally fat themselves. What they’d bet- 
ter do ig to cultivate resignation an‘ 
let out their belts. 

“But there is another cause for cor- 

pulence which will certainly yield to 

treatment, and that is self-indulgence. 

People pamper their bodies too much. 

_ and they put on fat just like their own 

lapdogs and pet kittens, who do noth- 

ing but lie on cushions and drink 

cream, f 

os T’S not wrong to eat as much as 
one really wants, that is, to sat- 

isfy one’s appetite, providing the body 
is in the propér condition to assimilate 
the nourishment in the food and dis- 
pose of the waste products. But unless 
that body is kept strong and healthy 

‘by means of exercise, so that all its 

functions may be correctly fulfilled, the 

food will not be assimilated and the re- 
sult will be fat. | 

“I believe that exercise is the great 
reducer. Some people say that it in- 
creases the appetite and therefore the 
consumption of food, and, as a conse- 
quence, the patient’s corpulence re- 
mains, But I havn't found that to be 
the case. Almost any reasonable amount 
of food can be ‘worked off,’ if only 
enough work is done, and of course 
the more nourishment actually absorbed 
by the body the better the general 
health. | 
‘*"You note that I myself am not in- 
clined to be stout. Incidentally, I sup- 
port the hereditdry theory, for my fa- 
ther, my five brothers and myself art 
all about the same build. But I have 
eaten a good three meals a day ani 
stayed around here at home for severa) 
days without much moving about,*an4 
I have put on flesh. Then, without 


| taken long walks for several days ‘in 
succession, and that flesh has come off 
at the rate of four or five pounds per 
diem, That is practical proof, you gee, 
even though the reaction is perhaps 
rather extraordinarily quick itn my 
case.’’ 

“But don’t you advise any changes 
in diet for the people who are trying 
to grow thin?’’ I asked. 


ea Naas distinctly fatty foods and heavy, 

oils should be avoided. Fat 
pork, the fat meat in corned beef, suet 
and all similar substances are tabooed. 
But there is plenty left in the meat line. 
Lean beef and mutton, fowl, and all 
sorts of fish are all right. 

“The farinaceous foods are best left 
alone. Ceéreals are usually placed on 
the black list, but really I don’t think 
cereals have much effect one way or the 
other. Rice should perhaps be excepted, 
as it contains an extra amount of 
starch. The ordinary white wheat bread 
is starchy, too, but the reducer need 
not deprive himself of all breads. Those 
in which either cornmeal, rye or gra- 
ham is the chief ingredient will do 
him no harm. He can eat freely, of 
most of the vegetables, and though he 
will find milk fattening he is at liberty 
to drink either tea or coffee.” 

“What about: water?” I questioned. 

“There has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion in the medical profession about 
how, when and where water should be 
drunk, particularly if it should be 
taken with the meals,” replied Dr. 
Rosenbery. ‘Personally,’ I cannot see 
that there fs any harm for anyone, even 
the reducer, in drinking water with 
one’s meals. Water is so large an in- 
gredient of many of our foods that a 
little more, taken straight, ought not 
to make trouble. I believe it is cabbage 
that is analyzed to be 90 per cent water. 
And all soups are largely composed of 
it. If we omit the glass of water at 
dinner We should just as consistently 
omit the soup. Of course, water should 
not be used to wash down half-chewed 
food, but otherwise I should not for- 
bid it as a beverage.

portant omission from the re- 
ducer’s menu, and that is sweets, in- 
cluding both candy and elaborate des- 
serts, like chocolate layer cake and 
French pastry. 

“Women, particularly young women, 
are apt to indulge far too freely in such 
diet.
